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LABOR’S PART IN BIGH COST OF 
HOUSING. 

Chicago, Aug. 27.—Your ent 
Mr. John Rutherford, wants to know how 
a@ clerk earning $125 a month can be ex- 
pected to pay the rent of a house or 
apartment ‘built by unionised workers 
earning $1.25 to $2 an hour. 

What really are the true faets of the 
matter? Fortunately, Mr. Herbert 
Hoover has caused a thorough survey to 
be made covering the subject for the 
whole of the Ubhited States, and the de- 
partment’s report is availa to any one 
interested. On an average cost- 
ing $5,000 to build, only 26 per cent, or 
$1,300, can be fairly allocated to labor. 
And, mind you, the $5,000 just mentioned 
is not the price the house is finally sold 
for. To it: must be added the price of 
the lot and the builder’s profit and over- 
head. In Chicago $8,000 would be a con-

TO SAVE OTHER LIVES

Altoona, Pa., Sept. 2,—The body of 
Joe Boyer, automobile race driver, 
who lost his life yesterday in the Al- 
toona speedway race, waa,sent late 
today to his home in Detroit. Floral 
tributes accompanying the body taxed 
the capacity of the baggage car. 

Among the floral emblems was the 
design of a black and white cliéckered 
flag, which in the language of the 
speedways means “ you are finished.” 
It was presented by the drivers who 
participated in the race. Another 
floral emblem, the design of an Amer- 
lean flag, was presented by the Al- 
toona Speedway association. 

Joe Boyer went to his death a hero, 
it became known today when the last 
words of the pilot were disclosed by 
+ doctors who amputated his crushed

Examination of the wrecked racing 
macHine showed that a blowout caused 


the accident, and veteran racing men 
said it was little short of miraculous 
that the car, speeding at 125 miles an 
hour, did not run down the bowl and 
crash into the hundreds of spectators 
massed in the infield. This specula- 
tion brought out the true story—the 
fact that Boyer deliberately sacrificed 
himself to .2ave others. .
